In Georgia it was, and is, pos- 
sible to get the most votes and 
lose a state congressional district 
election. This incredible denial of 
democratic process has made the 
state’s political system a national 
curiosity. Writers come, not to 
write of magnolias and planta- 
tions, but of the unbelievable sys- 
tem which enables a candidate to 
get the necessary majority of 
votes and yet be defeated. 


Nor is it merely theoretical 
fact. The best known example of 
it was in 1946. In that year the 
late Eugene Talmadge was elected 
governor even though his oppo- 
nent, James V. Carmichael, polled 
16,144 more votes. The majority 
of 16,144 was utterly meaning- 
less. Only the unit votes counted. 

Georgia has 159 counties, more 
than any state save Texas. The 
architects of the county unit sys- 
tem arbitrarily gave eight coun- 
ties six unit votes. To 30 others 
they awarded four units each. 
One hundred and eleven counties 
received two votes each. Popula- 
tion growth brought no more 
units. A vote in Fulton County, of 
which Atlanta is the county seat, 
is worth about 1/70th of a vote 
in the average small county. Of 
the 159 counties about 120 have 
for years been losing population. 
Yet, the unit system has been as 
unchanging as the legendary laws 
of the Medes and the Persians. 


Two Senators 


As last week drew to a close 
the sacred unit system, and the 
state itself, was startled. Both 
senior Senator Richard B. Rus- 
sell and junior Senator Herman 
Talmadge recommended that the 
system be overhauled and estab- 
lished on a population basis. This 
caused the most reactionary and 
corrupting forces in the state ‘to 
squeal in protest. But most poli- 
ticians recognized, as did the two 
Senators, that the U.S. Supreme 
Court was almost certain to strike 
it down, since no Republican Party 
has risen to challenge the state 
Democratic nominees. Nomina- 
tion was, theréfore, election. This 
is clearly disfranchisement. They 
Saw, too, the increasing city 
votes. The move was to save 
what is possible of the old iniqui- 
tous system, the only one of its 
kind in the nation. Even modifica- 
tion of it will make corruption 
and inefficient government less 
possible.

WASHINGTON (UPI)—Gen. Thomas S. Power, 
head of the Strategic Air Command, has warned Con- 
gress the Defense Department is “risking the whole 
country” by failing to provide for enough missiles and 
bombers in the years ahead. 


Power assured the House mili- 
tary appropriations subcommittee 
in Feb. 13 testimony made public 
Sunday that this country’s retalia- 
tory striking forces are strong 
enough now to crush any would-be 
aggressor and thus to deter war. 
But he feared for the future, even 
next year. 


He said the United States must | 


impress upon Soviet Premier Ni- 
kita Khrushchev the fact that “‘he 
cannot strike this country with 
impunity.” 


SEES LEAD DROPPING 


“T think the minute he thinks 
he can strike this country with 
impunity, we will ‘get it’ in the 
next 60 seconds,”’ he added. ‘*The 
only thing to keep him honest is 
full knowledge of what will hap- 
pen to him.” 


Under questioning, Power re- 
peatedly said that ‘‘our deterrent 
picture is deteriorating.’’ He said 
he could not guarantee that this 
country would retain “an ade- 
quate margin of deterrence”’ next 
year or in the years follow. 


Among other things, he said, 
SAC needs more B52 bombers to 
replace the seven-year-old B47’s, 
more 5,000-mile range Atlas mis- 
siles, and more B58 bombers. 


Subcommittee Chairman George 
Mahon (D-Tex.) asked Power if 
the situation was “‘sufficiently im- 
portant that «we do something 
about this.”’ 


“I think you are just risking the 
whole country,’’ Power replied.

“The force which is now pro- 
grammed—which I am told by the 
Pentagon is programmed—is not 
adequate because it is not coming 
fast enough,” Power replied. “I 
want more, and I want it faster.” 


In a little more than a year, 
he said, SAC should put one-third 
of its bombers on a continuous 
airborne alert to keep them ready 
to retaliate in the event of a sur- 
prise missile attack. He said this 
practice would cost an estimated 
billion dollars a year.

Than Fighting It 


Atlanta business and government 
leaders are considering ways to finance 
a continuing urban renewal program 
which is now being recognized as a per- 
manent city function. The Joint Fulton- 
Atlanta Planning Board has estimated 
that urban renewal needs between 1958 
and 1962 will add up to about 12 million 
dollars with the federal government put- 
ting up 20 millions. 

About half of the city’s costs, accord- 
ing to estimates, can be borne under reg- 
ular city programs of schools, parks, 
streets, etc. Under consideration is an ad- 
ditional half-mill tax levy and another 
bond program. 

Without doubt a “pay-as-you-go” plan 
would be cheaper than bond financing. 
On the other hand, added tax values as 
a result of renewal conceivably could off- 
set interest cost on bonds. 

However it’s done, the community has 
to find money for its urban renewal pro- 
gram. It’s either that or to invite pro- 
gressive ruin. There no longer is any 
question about its necessity. 

Charles H. Kellstadt, president of 
Sears, Roebuck & Co. and formerly with 
the company in Atlanta, is remembered 
for his civic-mindedness here. He has 
taken his talents for expression and ac- 
tion to Chicago but what he says there 
could well apply to Atlanta and many 
other cities. Said Mr. Kellstadt at the 
recent meeting of the State Street Coun- 
cil in Chicago: 

“Chicago’s back yard is: drab and 


‘ dreary and has too many slums. We can’t 


dress up with a clean shirt and soiled un- 
derwear. Urban redevelopment is a must. 
Business hasn’t provided nearly enough 
leadership in renewal programs. In its de- 
sire to remain politically sexless, it has 
become impotent.” 

If the shoe fits here, Mr. Kellstadt’s 
remarks are indeed a challenge. The 
struggle to find revenue to carry on city 
services will become increasingly severe in 
the years ahead if decay is permitted to 
rob us of more of the taxable property 
upon which we must depend.

Welcome Thaw Looms 
In Freeze on Students 


Higher education has suffered im- 
measurable harm as the result of the 
freeze on admissions to units of the Uni- 
versity System of Georgia. 

Off-campus centers such as the one 
at Waycross and the Armstrong Junior 
College at Savannah have been partic- 
ularly hard _ hit. 

Seeds for the present predicament 
were sown at the last session of the Gen- 
eral Assembly when a law was passed 
setting age limits for admission of stu- 
dents. 

The law, which was stupid enough in 
itself, prompted the Board of Regents to 
take drastic steps that compounded the 
legislative blunder. Would-be new,stu- 
dents for the spring quarter, as well as 
the institutions they intended entering, 
are the victims. ma 

Gov. Vandiver, obviously recognizing 
the damage that has been done, has 
promised that the situation will be al- 
leviated before the summer quarter be- 
gins. 

It will be good to see the senseless 
wrong corrected. 

Meanwhile, Georgia is the poorer be- 
cause of the needless setback dealt the 
cause of education.

We say that, not in disrespect to “the 
brave men who. fought there,” but from 
what we think ‘is common sense and a 
desire to perpetuate those principles for

We say it in reaction to Pennsylvania 
Rep. James D. Quigley’s proposal to put 
$1,250,000 back in the, federal budget 
to buy more land at Gettysburg and Bull 
Rin. 

We have been to Gettysburg, to Vicks- 
burgh, Manassas, Fredericksburg, and, of 
course, at home to Kennesaw Mountain 
where the federal government owns near- 
ly 3,000 acres. 

In each. place we hold that the amount 
of land in hand is all that is needed prop- 
erly to commemorate the battle and to in- 
terpret the action to the visitor.

Hammarskjold Gaining 
Stature as Diplomat 


Perhaps the most respected diplomat 
in the world today is Dag Hammarskjold, 
secretary general of the United Nations. 
He has returned from a journey to Asia 
and to Russia. He had a long talk with 
Soviet Premier Khrushchev. 


In a conference with “United Nations 
correspondents, Mr. Hammarskjold re- 
fused to say that he found the Russians 
to be inspired by a “will to peace.” This 
was an honest, straight-forward state- 
ment, typical of the man and of good 
diplomacy. 

Having said that, Mr. Hammarskjold 
continued that he did find a will to ne- 
gotiate. He believes it sincere. His state- 
ment is worth repeating in full. He said: 

“There is a will and a serious will to 
negotiate, and to negotiate in the most 
serious sense of the word; that is to say, 
not in order to mark time but in order to 
get somewhere.” 

This opinion sustains the feeling that 
we must go to the summit meeting and 
that we must do so with our homework 
done. It will be a disaster if we go there 
negatively or unprepared for. all possible 
eventualities. 

It also’ is significant that Mr. Ham- 
marskjold indicated he had a plan for 
U.N. action if the Berlin-German crisis 
should turn out to be insoluble at the, 
summit conference. That, too, is a happy 
development. 

The U.N. continues to grow, as does 
the role of the secretary general. Neither 
has been able to do what the charter en- 
visioned when written in 1945, But both 
grow in importance. Today only the im- 
mature and thoughtless fail to support 
the United Nations.

Mayor Is Consistent 


On County Unit Stand 


Mayor Hartsfield appeared at his best 
in declaring publicly that he would not, 
as Atlanta’s elected executive, accept any 
revision of the county unit system which 
was not based honestly on population. 

In this he is quite correct. People of 
the cities are treated most unjustly all 
over the state, but Atlanta and Fulton 
County voters are the most disfranchised 
of all. Their votes are worth as little as 
85 to 1 in the case of the state’s smallest 
county. There is no reason why every 
voter shouldn’t have a fair deal at the 
ballot box. 

The mayor, we believe, states the po- 
sition of the majority of the people of 
Fulton County and Atlanta when he says 
he will not settle for anything except 
that which is right. To come with hat in 
hand and declare we will be satisfied with 
being just a little less disfranchised would 
not be honest.

Nikita Khrushchev 
Isn’t ‘Free Agent’ 


NEW YORK—Premier Khrushchev’s insistence 
upon summit talks appears to be linked to a 
delicate balance of forces within the Communist 


movement. Specialists in Soviet affairs believe there are two major 
motivations behind Khrushchev’s stubborn maneuvering for high-level 


talks with his Western counterparts. 


One is the political necessity 
of easing strains upon the Soviet 
people and permitting them to en- 
joy more of the fruits of the new 
Soviet technology. The other is 
Khrushchev’s need for maintain- 
ing and strengthening the domi- 
nance of the political forces he 
heads. 

Khrushchev is undoubtedly the 
No. 1 man in the Soviet Union. 
He is the single most powerful 
man within the Communist Par- 
ty and the Soviet state and he 
heads a dominant coalition of 
forces within the Communist 
world movement. 


But he does not stand alone 
as Stalin did after 1926. There 
are many powerful men within 
the Communist parties who hold 
views that differ strongly from 
those of Khrushchev. 


How strong these others are at 
any given moment is a matter for 


speculation, But less than two . 


years ago they were so power- 
ful that Khrushchev was isolated 
within the Presidium of the Soviet 
Communist Party. His opponents

Spaak Isa Bridge 
For All of NATO’ 


« WASHINGTON—In world diplomacy not even 
the greatest of power is a substitute for people, 
for individual man. And im diplomacy it is im- : 

possible to overestimate the value of a long-established reputation 


for special integrity, for ability, for common sense. 


This is why-a statesman from 
one of the smallest of the Western 
nations is filling an ever-increas- 
ing role in the West’s search for a 
unified approach in the coming 
summit conference with the Soviet 
Union. It is all very well to keep 
one’s eyes on the mammoths— 
on Washington, on London, on 
Moscow. But it would be a mis- 
take to spare no glance to Paul- 
Henri Spaak of Belgium. 


Spaak comes from a country 
that has few troops; but even 
fewer foolish illusions. Stalin 
cynically asked, during the sec- 
ond world war, of the Pope: 
‘“‘How many divisions has he 
got?” Belgium, like the Pope in 
this regard, is short on divi- 
sions. But Belgium has Spaak. 
Or, rather, Belgium has provided 
Spaak to be the leader of the 
North Atlantic Treaty Organiza- 
tion as its secretary-general. And 
this Spaak is no mean force on 
the side of the West. 

For Spaak speaks now not for 
Belgium; but for what is, after 
all, the sole collective military 
and political force of the West, 
the NATO Alliance. He is not 
now simply that middle-aged, 
calm, rocklike Belgian who used 
to lead his own country with the 
skill of the true professional. He 
is now the embodied voice of the 
free West; the sage of the Allies. 

Those who please to do so are 
welcome to compare Spaak to 
Dag Hammarskijold of the United 
Nations. But there is, in fact, a 
big difference, all the difference 
in the world. Hammarskjold as 
secretary-general of the U.N, 
speaks for an organization that is 
immense on the outside but next

1. To see to it that the smaller 
members of the Western Alliance 
are kept fully and currently in- 
formed of what the big fellows 
are preparing. 

2. Most of all, to make certain 
that the big powers do not gain 
the summit only to lose the alli- 
ance itself. 

There is good reason to believe 
Spaak is setting out now on such 
a delicate mission as this. It 
would be drawing the bow too far 
to say flatly that he can do this 
historic job. But it is certainly 
fair to say that if anybody can do 
it, that somebody will be Spaak 
of Belgium. —

During the most trying mo- 
ments in Christ’s passion, Peter, 
fearful and anxious, was pacing 
to and fro in the courtyard. A 
small girl, hearing him speak, 
detected that he spoke with a Gal- 
ilean accent. She asked if he 
were a friend of the Man who 


was in trouble with the authori- 
ties. Peter said no. Then, sensing 
perhaps that she had touched a 
raw nerve, the maiden asked her 
question again. Peter said no. I 
think the little girl knew that 


Peter was protesting too greatly.’ 


So she flung the question at him 
a third time. And Peter, muster- 
ing the strongest language he 
could command, swore that he 
didn’t know the Man of whom 


she spoke, 
St. Luke completes this episode 
with these words: “‘And imme-

Expect Tax Cut? 4 


It May Be 5 Years 


WASHINGTON (#)—The taxpayers may have to 
wait five years for a surplus big enough to permit any 
significant tax cut, a private study of federal budget 


prospects suggested Sunday. 


The report indicated that gov- 
ernment costs will climb steadily 
from 1960 through 1968 even if 
rigid economy is enforced. By 1962 
however, federal revenues may 
begin to exceed spending if full 
employment is achieved and 
maintained. 


The report was prepared for the 
Committee for Economic Develop- 
ment, a privately supported re- 
search organization of business- 
men and educators, by Dr. Otto 
Eckstein, Harv arc. University 
economist. 


It tended to show that President 
Eisenhower probably will be dis- 
appointed in his hope of a bal- 
anced budget in fiscal 1960, the 
year which starts July 1. A bare 
balance is possible two years 
later, according to Eckstein’s cal- 
culations, and a 2%-billion-dollar 
surplus by 1964. 


The latter figure is the min- 


imum surplus which administra- | 


tion officials in the past have sug- 
gested would permit a general tax 
reduction, though a modest one. 


However, the finances of state 
and local governments will be de- 
teriorating while the federal budg- 
ets improve, the Eckstein report 
indicated. At present tax rates 
state and local governments will 
be running deeper into the red for 


the next several years and by 1964

Eckstein submitted a range of 
spending projections through 1968, 
based on an item-by-item analysis 
of each major government pro- 
gram.

| Supreme Court by a 6-3 decision

The State Disabled American Veterans executive 
committee Sunday called for the resignation of the 
seven-man State Veterans’ Service Board. 


“We believe the present board 
has served too long and too lit- 
tle,’ the committee said in a 
statement released through State 
DAV Cmdr. Bill Todd of Atlanta. 
The committee met in conjunc- 
tion with the DAV’s annual spring 
conference in Athens, 


Judge A. L. Henson, board 
chairman, said in Atlanta Sunday 
night that the state Veterans’ 
Service “had the highest record, 
I believe, of any in the United 
States. When the board was ac- 
tivated the state had the lowest 
percentage of veterans taking 
part in the GI Bill, now we have 
the largest. 


CITES TRAINING 


“We-have the greatest per- 
centage taking part in farm 
training, and a very high per- 
centage in industrial training. I 
wonder what the DAV wants,” 
Judge Henson said. 


The Veterans Service Board is 
comprised of Henson, judge of the 


The DAV statement added that 
Vandiver ‘“‘should not appoint to 
the board in the future anyone to 
serve who is already on a city, 
county, state or federal payroll to 
keep members from serving two 
masters.” 


The executive committee crit- 
icized VA director Sumner Whit- 
tier’s recent directive assigning 
500 veterans from Ohio to the VA 
Hospital in Dublin.

A Master Finish 


AUGUSTA—Six o'clock shadows were closing in 
on the beautiful Augusta National Course where more 
than 100,000 patrons had watched and walked in four 
days, and now they were starting the parade to the 
winner's circle. 


Art Wall, who had staged a whirlwind finish to win the 23rd 
event with a 284 on this calm, sunshiny afternoon, was seated beside 
Bob Jones. Cary Middlecoff, who missed by one stroke, was perched 
wee beside Cliff Roberts. As the golf carts 
© started rolling, Arnold Palmer jumped 
j=. on the back of the machine steered by 

“I'm a caboose man this_ year,” 
Palmer said, laughing. He had been in 
the front cart beside Jones a year ago. 
And he had been quarantined in the 
cottage where Masters champions re- 
fresh for TV on this particular after- 
noon. 


Defending champion Palmer, 
who had lost the tourney via a 
triple bogey on No. 12, was sitting 
in the cottage when Art Wall made 
it official. 

In seven previous rounds over a 
two-year span, the steady scoring Pal- 
mer had never soared more than one 
over par for 18 holes. It looked like 
more of the same until Palmer went 
12, the third hole on a strip known as Death 


OUTLAR 
into the water on No. 
Valley. 


He recovered from this nerve-wracking experience, however, 
and eventually turned in a card of 74, completing a tourney total 
of 286. 


The issue was very much in doubt at this late stage, for Wall 
and Dr. Cary Middlecoff were burning up the back nine. But the 
press and the Pinkertons, operating under chairman Roberts’ stand- 
ing orders, were taking no chances. 


A Pinkerton clinging to each arm of the leading player at 
the 18th green is becoming almost as much of a symbol of a 
Masters champion as the traditional green coats. As reporters 
swarmed around, the grim-faced Palmer was led into the cottage 
where the annual production of “Don’t Meet the Press” is pre- 
sented. 


Since Palmer had finished at 5:12 p.m., Roberts relented and 
agreed to bring the defending champ into an adjacent room in five 
or ten minutes. TV time was still several minutes away. 


Before Palmer appeared, however, Roberts reappeared. ‘You 
boys may not be so interested in seeing Palmer,’ he said. He 
explained that Wall was closing in. But Palmer still had an excellent 
chance of taking it all. 


—Palmer Shot Himself With A 6 Iron 


No Masters champion has ever repeated, and Palmer settled 
back in a soft chair to await his fate. The roar of the crowd, cheer- 
ing Wall's winning 12-foot putt on the 18th, assured Palmer that the 
hex had prevailed. But even before the vocal trumpets sounded for 
all, Palmer had read the handwriting on the greens. 


“I only thought I made one serious mistake,’ Palmer had sald. 
**That’s the one that cost me the tournament. I mean the six- 
iron shot on No. 12. 


“I had considered using a five iron,” Palmer continued, ‘“‘but 
I was too sure of myself. I started hitting good and figured I didn’t 
need to worry. When you get overconfident in this game. . . that’s 
when you’re dead. That’s the shot that cost me the tournament.” 


He was referring, of course, to the tee shot off No. 12 which 
landed in Demaret Lagoon. He then pitched to the back of the green, 
chipped short and two-putted for a harassing six. The shortest hole 
on the course (155 yards) was one of the longest of Palmer’s life. 


By now what Palmer already knew was officially 
Wall had made his fifth birdie in six holes, a 3 on No.

“Well, boys, I'm washed up. You won't need me any more,” 
the dejected Palmer said, managing a smile. 


The Pinkertons promptly seized Wall and escorted him to the 
TV cottage. Roberts consented for Des Sullivan, a golf writer from 
the Newark News, to interview the affable Wall and relay his round 
to reporters already past early deadlines. The reporters then inter- 
viewed Sullivan. The TV program, blacked out in Georgia, then went 
on. Presentations in front of the clubhouse followed. 


At 7 p.m. Charlie Yates and Roberts delivered the beaming Wall 
to the locker room. 


When Wall arrived in Augusta for his fourth crack at the Masters 
crown, he said, ““My goal is to make the 36-hole cut.”’ He survived 
the 149 ax by two strokes, fired a 71 Saturday and entered the 
finalb round six strokes behind co-leaders Palmer and Stan Leonard. 
He was never ahead until the final hole. Wall's $15,000 triumph— 
the total purse was a record $76,100—once again proves that nice 
cuys don’t finish last. You won't meet a nicer guy than the slim 
165-pounder who finished first Sunday. He’s the type of athlete you 
like to advertise. He doesn’t drink nor smoke. In fact, he doesn't 
even drink coffee. 


He hails from Honesdale, Pa., made the routine start in golf as 
a caddy. He attended Duke on a GI scholarship, turned pro after 
graduating in 1949. 


The Masters was only the ninth tourney Wall has won. He 
struck it rich last year, however, netting $34,229 in 36 events.

He used to use a wooden- 
shaft relic given him by a friend at Honesdale, but he changed 
putters last Jan. 12 in Tijuana. 


“I just get a better perspective with this new putter,” he ex- 
plained.

Bowling Clinic 


BY BILLY SIXTY 


Holding the ball in the palm of the left hand is a fundamental 
given far too little by the average bowler. The expert, knowing 
what it means, is exacting in getting the ball in position for every 
delivery. 

The left hand plays a big role, be- 
cause perfection in bowling follows only 
if all movements are repeated, from 
grip to finish of the swing. 

First, the left hand makes certain 
that the right hand is “fed’’ into the 


holes, fingers first and then the thumb, 
always. The action must be mechani- 
cal, and holding the ball in the palm 


makes it so. 


Second, the left hand leads in push- 
ing the ball away into a smooth swing 
—the push-away timed with the first 
(right foot) step in four step footwork, 
as the sketch shows. 

Third, only by feeding the right 
hand as described will it be in the 
same, perfect position that you see in the sketch. Note that at the 
completion of the push-away, the fingers are under the ball, the 
thumb approximately in line with the 11 o'clock hand on the dial. 


May I emphasize, in repeating this important function, that 
the position of the hand does not change during the swing. Freeze 
the wrist as it is, and keep it exactly that way. The thumb will 
then release first and leave the fingers to apply hook spin, with 
control, as the swing goes easily to a follow-through. 


Don’t be in a hurry to get rid of the ball, or to apply the spin 
on it. Let the arm swing all the way, without rushing the action, 
and you'll get the beautiful feeling of spin being applied that all 
the topflight bowlers have.

Inoculations 
May Ease Asthma 


Asthmatics wheeze, cough and 
can’t get air easily out of their 
lungs, and there is usually an un- 
derstandable anxiety that their 
breathing may stop altogether. 


What actually happens is that 
the bronchi, which are subdivi- 
sions of the windpipe and lead 
into the lungs, contract too) 
tightly (go into “spasm’’) and | 
obstruct breathing in that way. 
With these abnormal contrac- 
tions, there is a swelling of the 
soft mucous membrane which 
lines these bronchi and an extra 
amount of the normal secretions 
of this lining. The cumulative ef- 
fect of these factors is to hamper 
breathing, often in an acute way. 


All these abnormal phenomena 
occur as a reaction to something 
in the person’s environment that 
affects this area of the body un- 
favorably. This type of reaction 
is designated an allergy. Often 
people who have asthma have 
other forms of allergies, such as 
hay fever or hives, 


Allergic diseases are a nuis- 
ance in many ways, and not the 
least difficult aspect of them is 
the search for the specific cause 
of the particular reaction. There 
are some factors in the history of 
the patient with asthma which 
give a clue to the offending fac- 
tor. Seasonal attacks or allergic 
symptoms in other members of 
the family under certain condi- 
tions often help to identify ‘the 
culprit, called the antigen. Skin 
tests are useful but there may be 
multiple increased sensitivities 
shown by these tests, and then 
it is not always easy to identify 
the specific agent responsible for 
the attacks. 


Inoculations into the skin with 
small amounts of antigens, the 
offending substances, repeated 
regularly may excite enough re- 
action to make the person cap- 
able of protecting himself against 
the challenge created by these 
antigen substances in the person’s 
environment. This type of treat- 
ment may best be given regularly 
throughout the year or as a sea- 
sonal or pre-seasonal precaution 
against the antigens of certain 
seasons. 


Whenever dogs, cats or feathers 
are found to be the offending 
agents, it is wise to eliminate 
them from the _ surroundings. 
Sometimes people with severe 
asthma find it helpful to move 
to a different part of the country 
at the seasons when these asth- 
matic symptoms occur. 


Relief from the acute attack 
can be obtained usually by medi- 
cines which relax the tight con- 
traction or spasm of the bronchial 
tubes. An injection of epinephrine 
is used for immediate relief and 
often a sedative allays the pa- 
tient’s anxiety, which otherwise 
increases the spasm. 


Another medicine called amino- 


contractions of the bronchial 
tubes. It may be used by mouth 
or in a rectal suppository, or by 
vein. 

Occasionally, but rarely, oxy- 
gen is necesary but should always 
be given with great care.

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Daily Heroism 


Is Hardest 


Sometimes the scope of human heroism is a surprismg and 


&. wonderfully inspiring thing. 


1 don’t mean the sudden, 


spec- 


tacular act of heroism either. Most of us, given the proper re- 
flexes, can react speedily and courageously in behalf of other 


We'll risk our 


if we don’t have time to think about it. 
aa snatch another from the path of a speeding car, from 
a burning house or from drowning—at least I hope we would. 
And while that’s heroism in the best tradition—the kind that 
is dramatized in books and movies and wins medals for the heroic 
—it’s not necessarily the most difficult or most demanding thing 


one human being does for another. 


The tiring, the boring, the time-consuming, the strength-sap- 
ping act of heroism is the kind I’m thinking about now, 


- A doctor at the Red Cross Blood Center told me about one 
that impresses me. He said that for the last year Atlanta sur- 
geons have performed at least weekly and sometimes daily that 
marvelous and fearful operation known as open heart surgery: 
This is an operation usually performed on the young, frequently 
babies, nearly always children under 15, but occasionally, as in 
thé next few days, on somebody in the 20s or 30s. It is an opera- 
tion which corrects some congenital malformation in the heart 
and makes it possible for blue babies to live and flourish and for 
near4nvalids, facing death next year or the year after, to take 
on normal activity and to expect a normal life span. Atlanta sur- 
geons have performed these operations with great success many 
times and are booked up for additional operations for months to 


come. 


But the heroism comes in this way: 
is performed there must be quantities of blood, some, 
the bottled blood which the Red Cross normally 


For every operation that 
of course, 


collects. but an 


average of 20 pints of blood must be newly received from donors 


within a few hours of the operation. 


That means that the night before or very early in the morn- 
ifig of the operation 25 people, nameless volunteers so far as the 
patient or the public know, assemble at the hospital and hold out 
their arms to givé the blood that will save or extend a life. They 
don’t have the satisfaction accruing to more spectacular heroes 
of risking their lives in a dramatic fashion. They simply get up 
an hour or so earlier and slog through the early-morning chill and 
give. Usually they don't know who is to receive the blood and I 
doubt if most of them ever get more than a perfunctory thank-you.

These donors are joined in their bit of unhonored and unsung 
heroism by some other people—the volunteers who keep lists and 
make phone calls, hundreds of phone calls to get the right peo- 
ple to give the type blood needed to a particular patient. It may 
not require spectacular courage and, of course, it will never get 
them a Carnegie medal, but to my mind these people are heroes 
just the same. They are saving lives when, unlike the man seeing 
somebody drowning, they could plead a previous engagement.

If that all-star roster isn’t enough for one evening, Academy 
officials may throw in a few elephants and a tribe of South African 
head-hunters next year. 


The Academy was founded in May, 1927, as a non-profit corpera- 
tion. It had 36 charter members—production executives and film 
luminaries of the time. An honorary organization, its primary 
purposes were to advance the arts and sciences of motion pictures, 
recognize outstanding achievements within the industry and fester 
educational activities between the public and the industry. 


Among those present at the founding were Douglas Fairbanks 
Sr., Louis B. Mayer, Cecil B. De Mille, Cedric Gibbons, Harold 
Lloyd, Conrad Nagel and Mary Pickford. 


The talking film was just emerging and Mayer said confidently: 
“This development is going to revolutionize the whole industry. 
What we want to do right now is focus new attention on movie 
achievements. Other academies and institutions reward excellence 
in other arts. Why shouldn’t we?”’ 


The agreement was enthusiastic, and the Academy was born. 


As for the Oscar itself, Gibbons pondered Mayer’s words and 
began to sketch a figure standing on a reel of film. The rough 
sketch was later rendered into a finished drawing, and ultimately 
became the Oscar statuette—the golden symbol of filmland fame. 


The attractive feature of genuine suspense was injected into the 
proceedings in 1940, and has become the Oscar’s strongest card. 


By then, voting was being done in advance. Until 1940, the 
Academy gave the names of winners to radio and wire services 
with instructions: NOT TO BE RELEASED BEFORE ELEVEN P.M. 


But somebody goofed on the 1939 awards. Before Vivien Leigh 
climbed upon the stage to receive her Oscar for her role as Searlet 
O’Hara in “Gone With the Wind,”’ several thousand radio listeners 
were already in on the “secret.” 


Since 1940, all ballots have gone to the auditing firm of Price- 
Waterhouse to be tabulated, and winners’ names enclosed in sealed 
envelopes. The envelopes stay sealed until the moment when each 
Oscar is presented. 


So this year, again, movie-makers, movie-goers and others in 
the massive television and radio audience will wait in suspense 
while the sealed envelopes are brought forward, the crowd grows 
hushed, and the tense stars finally learn which of them will go 
home with moviedom’s highest award—the Oscar.
